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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 6 and 8 are substantially duplicates. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 11, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Peddinghaus (US 3917244). 

Peddinghaus discloses an extension spring strut comprising a pre-loaded helical extension 
spring 5 having a first end, and a second end; a damper 28, which is disposed inside the 
extension spring which has a housing 25 that is supported on the first end of the extension spring 
and is filled with a damping fluid, and which has a damping piston 27 disposed in the housing; 
and which has a piston rod 16 that is mounted on the damping piston and extended fi:om the 
housing and movable over a damping range the extension spring and an operating element 3 
which comprises an actuating tappet 15 which is connected with the second end of the extension 
spring, and which is movable over a total range c that includes the damping range a of the piston 
rod and a no-load range b of the actuating tappet.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. PatentabiHty shall not be negatived by the 

manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Peddinghaus (US 
3917244), 

MPEP 2144.04.V.D. states that adjustment where needed is not a patentable advance. 
Here adjustment of the device is needed to accommodate various deck configurations. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to which the invention pertains at the time 
the invention was made to have configured the device of Peddinghaus for longitudinal 
adjustment. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8-10 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments

of the new ground(s) of rejection.
